Dr Sun said that if Russia 
would really, implement the 
Sino-Sovict treaty to show her

He explined that Russia's’ be- 
haviour In the -past towards China 
was mainly based on her displeasure 
aver close Sino-American relations. 
He cltgd the Soviet refusal to give 
up Dairen, and Soviet actions in 
Manchuria, : as evidence of — this 
displeasure, but added: “This does 
not mean that Russin wants to 
destroy us, She hag been just 
counteracting United States pene- 
tration.” ‘ 7 . 

Dr Sun emphasised that. any re- 
orientation of China's policy awaits 
the Wedemeyer report. a 

Ho sald; .“We .must have o more 
effective policy to guide our future. 
Wo must understand the Sovict 
point of view. The Soviets fear that 
the United States will direct Chinese 
policy. Our differences with the 
Nugaian Government are mainly over 
Moscow's failure to act in accordance 
with the terms of the Sino-Sovict 
treuty. Russla would probably im- 
plement the treaty if she did not fear 
thut in case of an open conflict, Chinu 
would become an American ally.”

When asked whether such a shift 
of Chinese policy would not be 
diMcult for the Chinese people in 
view of the anti-Soviet sentiment 
resulting from Sovict actions during 
the past two years, Dr Sun replied 
‘that the Chinese people would ¢hange 
their attitude if Russia did. ‘ 

“Russia would have to convince us 
of ‘her trustworthiness und confirm 
it by her action.” ho said, . 

Dr Sun admitted that the type of 
government China says sho is -try- 
ing to establish is “ideologically in- 
compatible” with the Sovict system, 
but said that if Russia did not in- 
terfere with Chinese domestic af- 
{airs the two countries’ would got 
along. : 

“Differences between China and 
Russia must be worked out so that 
we can live in peace. The differences 
are those otween friends who 
don't see oye to eye,” he stated,

He said the United States gave 
the impression of not knowing what

Dr_Sun attributed this to the fact 

the United States Istened to the 
udvice of “too many Far Eastern ex~ 
ports" ond said Wedemeyer had 
caused “misunderstanding and o cer- 
taln amount of resentment.” 
“He sald that Russia and China 
shure the same view with regard to 
fear of cconomie and politicat resure 
gence in Japan, and maintained that 
America seemed to be anxious to 
rehabilitate Japon. 

Dr Sun asserted that he did not 
expect an open conflict between Rus- 
sla and the United States in the 
near future because he thought tacy
